HIGH LIVING COST 
IN BIGJSCENSION 


Will Cost 
More to Cet a 
Reputation as Spender 
Sinee New Tariff Is 
in Force 


BY BOND P. GEDDES 
(Written for the United Press.) 
WASHINGTON. 
Nov. 
7.— Up a 
notch higher, under the new tariff 
law, goes the cost of high living. I t s 
going to cost more—-and a lot more 
at that 
to keep up the reputation of 
being a "spender.” From "booze” to 
bank balances, the new’ law hits the 
pocketbooks of the giddy, gay, gad­ 
abouts. 
Sprees, it is declared, will 
cost as much again, or more, while 
the income tax strike the bank bal­ 
ances and the better-than-the-aver- 
age incomes. 
“Joy riding” may be some slight 
bit cheaper for the man who prefers 
foreign built cars. 
But there are 
mighty fewr spots in the new law 
which offer solace and eheer for the 
chasers of the bright lights. 
Ihrinks G o in g P p 
For the man who likes his “lick­ 
er.” the new law promises no finan­ 
cial relief at the bar. It is confi­ 
dently believed that the bars where 
you can now get ’em two for a quar­ 
ter will sell ’em at 
fifteen cents 
straight. 
Tho new* law retains, and 
on many items increases, the duty. 
The former rate of $2.HO a gallon on 
brandy, 
whisky, 
absinthe, cordials 
and liquors is retained. So is the 
old “ indirect” tax of forty-five cents 
a gallon on imported beers, ale, por­ 
ter and stout. 
On still wines, the im ­ 
port tax. which the consumer will 
have to pay. is slightly increased in 
some instances. 
About 
the 
only 
thing that s o u n d s 'like an intoxicant 
and which doesn t carry the same, or 
higher, tax is “ bibulous paper,” and 
that is not a thirst quencher, hut a 
stereotyping commodity. 
The demo­ 
crats did decrease 
the 
duty 
on 
sponges though, from twenty to fif­ 
teen per cent. 
No, i t s not that kind 
of a sponge. 
But the friendly "bar keep” may 
have to economize in keeping the lit­ 
tle china dish at the end of the m a­ 
hogany filled with the “ breath de­ 
stroyers,” for cloves will cost two 
cents a pound, and cinamon chips 
one cent a pound more, if the new 
import tax is tacked on to the retail 
price, which it probably will be. 
Cut Cider Tax 
T h e re s 
one 
chance, 
however 
slight, for the thirsty 
man, 
who 
doesn’t have to have redeye or kin­ 
dred strong’ns. By drinking cider, It 
might be possible to save as much as 
one-tenth of a cent on a glass, pro­ 
vided you buy it in gallon lots and 
drink it at home, for the tariff on 
imported cider has been cut from 
five to two cents a gallon. 
But who 
wants to do their drinking at home? 
But pity the poor millionaire. In 
addition to plastering a fat income 
tax on his purse, the new law, in in­ 
tent at least, boosts nearly every­ 
thing ou the "high living plane.” 
Diamonds are up ten per cent. Jew­ 
elry is up five per cent. 
Silks are 
up considerably, and so it goes. 
The jolly “ joy riders” have one 
consolation in the reduction by fif­ 
teen per cent of the duty on cheap 
automobiles, which cost less than $2,- 
000. 
It also provides no tax on gas­ 
oline. 
Some 
more 
consolation is 
that if the "poor millionaire" is a 
horse fancier, he can still import 
thoroughbreds for his breeding sta­ 
bles without one penny of tariff cost. 
But there is this to be said for 
— or 
against— the new law. 
The 
tariff on chickens has been cut to the 
limit.
